WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The largest 
estimates of Government expenditures 
ever submitted to a Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States in time of 
‘peate will be presented for the next 
fiacal year tomorrow, as required by 
law, for discussion by - Congressional 
‘committees in advance of the regular 

sion. They will be examined in de- 
tail by President Wilson and his Cabinet 
next week. 

With an estimated increase for na- 
tional defense of about $150,000,000 over 
last year, together with the cost of new 
tasks imposed on the State Department 
and other branches of the Government 
by roason of the European war, it is 
probable the amount of expenditures 
will be augmented to a total of about 
$1,240,000,000. 

’* I¢ Congress agrees to the Administra- 

tion’s program for strengthening the 
army and navy, it will be obliged to 
provide for additional revenue legisla- 
tien, or the executive branch of the 
Government must issue bonds. 

Althugh no estimate of receipts tor 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1916, 
in which the increased expenditures will 
take effect, has been made by Secretary 
McAdoo, officials now are convinced 
they cannot count upon more than 
$750,000,000 for the twelve months, and 
some believe the total income will not 
@0 over $700,000,000. 

Congress is to be asked to pass two 
revenue bills early in the coming session, 
one extending the emergency war tax, 
which expires Dec. 31 next, and the 
other providing for retention of the pres- 
ent duty on sugar beyond next May, 
when it would go on the free list. The 
adoption of these measures, however,

200 DEAD IN SALVADOR

WARSAW, Sept. 5.—That Novo Geor- 
gievsk day was a day of superlatives.

Once the column halted and 
we mingled with the men, noting their 
condition and equipment. . Béth were 
uniformly good. Conger of the A. P., 
who, as I told you, speaks Russian, was 
the only one of us who could talk with 
them; and he said they gave surly an- 
swers to his questions. | ‘ 

The only«touch of color in the long 
procession was: the. bright scarlet 
shoulder straps of. the under ‘officers. 
Often these insigna were missing. The 
under officers had torn them off be- 
fore giving themselves np. Further 
along we came upon places in the road 
that were covered with these bits of

We could hardly believe our eyes 
when we saw dozens of men of dis- 
tinctly Japanese type.

Apropos of the column ithat is. pass- 
ing, and of other columns, too, I would 
like to say that the reproductions of 
photographs of groups of Russian piis- 
oners which I have seen. in American 
newspapers reaching Germany somehow 
fail to convey a just impression. They 
give the heaviness of the faces, but they 
do not suggest the simplicity and franak- 
ness of expression which amounts to a’ 
kind of trustfulness and which in turn 
suggests that one might repose. confi- 
dence in these men. All. the. prisoners 
in whom I found, or. fancied I found, 
this look were obviously of the peasant 
class, and I think that offhand. you 
would describe them as big, simple 
minded, unlettered fellows with the look 
of overgrown children. 

Amone the under officers were..some 
decidedly superior specimens, and. I 
mind me in particular of one whose 
black, pointed beard, searching : eyes, 
refined .cast of countenance, and eye- 
glasses coinbined to suggest both artist 
and young university professor. In 
spite of the fact that he was a prisoner 
and had been ry through a-long, hard 
march, he had kept himself neat, and 
his manner responsive. I thought from 
his expression that’ his plight meant 
more to him than their identical situa- 
tion did to most of his stolid comrades. 
He had the face of.a scholar and doubt- 
less was capable of olgnent feeling. 

Sometimes the arrival of. prisoners in 
Warsaw is a homecoming. hen you 
can see a woman with a baby in her 
arms running out from the sidewalk to 
kiss the husband she has spied in the 
marching columh, or you. can see an 
officer marching along with his baby 

erched on his shoulder while. his beam- 
ng wife trots at his side. His troubles 


| are over and for a time at least the 


family is reunited. 

Naturally there is.a host of stories 
be 4 and about the.prisoners, and if not 
all of them are authentic all of them are 
at least illustrative: 


The captured take 
their plight Phhasgohionliy. One of 
them shrugged, made a wry face, and 
said to.the party of which I was a mem- 
ber: ‘‘ These wars don’t mean’ much to 
me: It was only eight days before I 
was captured by. the Japanese and hard- 
ly three haa passed before my company 
fell into the hands of the Austrians.” 

There is a. stock story about 4. detail 
of six men of the Landsturm:-.who were 
assigned to guard fifty. Russian pris- 
oners over night. It seems that a com- 
plete. understanding that all concerned 
were satisfied with the situation existed 
between captors and captured, and: on 
the basis of that understanding. the 
Landsturmers went.into.the only cottage 
that wag standing for miles around and 
had a rr sleep. In the morning: they 
counted their charges before resuming 
the march ‘but could. not make the 
number tally with the ‘count of the 
night before. The fifty prisoners had 
risen to sixty-eight. Hunger, it seemed, 
had driven eighteen more Russians into 
the German fold: over night. 

This story I know. to be true: 

The’ morning the Germans were to 
march into Warsaw a Russian officer, 
who was quartered at the Hotel-Bristol 
rose early, descended to’ the lobby an 
surveyed the deserted halls. He got 
the sense that there was something 
queer in the air. The impression became 
a certainty. when he fared into the 
Streets. -He called a droschke. 

“No, no!’’ shouted the driver, ‘“ carry 
no more Russians, Don’t you know 
that the Germans will be -in this street 
in an hour?” 


Building of renches. 


The columns of prisoners we were 
passing on-thigs memorable’ morning ex- 
tended way across the region which 
had been shuddering the night before 
under the detonation of fire bombs and 
shells, and it reached right up to the 
walls of Novo Georgievsk. All along 
the last part of the way the fields were 
black with the freshly turned earth of 
the very shallow trenches which marked 
the surge of the German advance of the 
last few days. 

The sight or me wreckage and ruin in 
and all around Novo Georgievsk was 
terrifically fascinating. as a spectacle, 
but it had another value of more mo- 
ment. It indicated as nothing else could 
have done the shocking panic which 
must have reigned in the hours just 
preceding the capitulation. Acres of 
cannon and trainloads of heavy shells 
lay al] about. Far from there being a 
syllable of exaggeration in that state- 
ment, does not even faintly. convey 
a picture of the millions of rubles’ worth 
of military_booty the Germans had gath- 
ered in. Not a tenth of it had they 
found time to count or assemble. 

The wide slopes leading up to some of 
the forts were actually strewn with un- 
exploded shells and on the railway 
tracks/around the fortress were train- 
loads of them, with pictures giving the 
nature and size of the shells embry on 
the doors of the cars for the benefit of 
soldiers who cannot read. It was. the 
same way with the brakes of the cars. 
Their nature and brake power were not 
conveyed by letters and figures, but by 
a picture. ‘\ 

It. was impossible to make out what 
kind of system, if any, had governed the 
Russian preparation for evacuation. 
Much they had destroyed, but vastly 
more material—such as the heavy shells 
—they had left in such a state that -the 
victorious enemy had but to say upon 
entering the fortress, ‘“Thank you ever 
so much ’”’—and then proceed to count 
the booty. : 

And yet the misinformed allies of Rus- 
sia are constantly asserting that poor 
kussie, is. being beaten because 
a lack of munitions, Why, I saw.in half 
an hour enough unexploded ammunition 
in Novo Georgtevsk to have sustained. 
a gallant resistance for hours, and thé 
Germans themselves could not say ex- 
actly to what figures the total of the 
stuff would run. . ot 

And yet in the days just after the fall 
of Warsaw we. were reading in Berlin 
cables, which came out of Russia and to 
Germany via London, which quoted one 
Russian soldier as saying: this: 

‘With munitions we could 
beat the Germans.”’ 

And another as saying this: : 

‘When we haye plenty of:shelils we, 
will take-Warsaw. back-again:’’ 

In the face of the sights around ‘Nove 
Georgievsk it made a man sick to think 
upon the delusions of Europe, to con- 
sider the plight of suffering nations so 
befooled, and to measure the depths of 
human fatuity. } 

About the last hours of this great fort- 
ress there is a very interesting story 
which I must tell because it illustrates 
better than any other incident in my ex- 
perience how nine-tenths of ‘the crazy 
stories about this war which we read ‘in 
the American papers get started. 

There was considerable parleying be- 
tween the German and ussian com- 
manders toward midnight of the day on 
which the: fortress papiculates. Noune 
time in the course of that pizet a gen- 
eral capitulation was signed by General 
Bobr, but it seems that, according to 
Russian ear gpa ethics, if the ‘com- 
manders of subsidiary or connecting 
forts in a fortress system think they can 
hold out.to some.-purpose they are not: 
obliged to abide -by.the terms of the 
general capitulation and can hold out 
indefinitely. Some such. situation as 
that developed at two of the forts in. 
the Novo Georgievsk system, and it was 
precigsiy the situation that developed in 
he-closing hours of the battle of Sedan, 
where it resulted in a cruel and unneces-

ALLIES’ LOAN AIDS RUSSIA. 


Britain and France Promise to Help 
Finance Her War Needs. 


PETROGRAD, (via London,) Oct. 14. 
—The Russign Ministry of Finance has 
issued the following statement: 

“An exchange of views between the 
Ministers of Finance of the Allied pow- 
ers has confirmed once again, accord- 
ing to information received at the Min- 
istry of Finance, the accord between 
the Governments of Russia, Great Brit- 
ain, and France, who have determined 
to unite all their resources to bring the 
present war to 4 giorfious conclusion. 

“Russia is assured tnat the necessary 


credits for the liquidation of orders 
placed for the purposes of national de- 
fense, as well as for the payment of 
interest on the. sinking fund upon 
foreign loans to the Government, guar- 
anteed by the State and pedpis of Rus- 
sia—difficulties which ave hitherto 
hindered the payment of the Allies’ 
orders in America—have probably been 
adjusted by the credit provided by the 
Anglo-French loan of $500,000,000, and 
other measures contemplated by the 
allied governments. 

“At the same time an agreement has 
been concluded with the British and 
French Ministers, and an agreement 
has been reached between the Bank of 
England and the Russian Minister of 
finance enabling Russian banks enjoy- 
ing short -term_credits to increase their 
drafts ‘upon British financial houses. 
The principal object of this late meas- 
ure 4 to. enable Russian bankers to 
ro possession of their foreign secur- 
ties.”’ 


ATTACKS HONOR TO READING. 


Staats-Zeitung Sees ‘‘ Hyphenated

TECHNICALITIES SWEPT OUT 


Less Respect. for - Precedent—At 
Home on U. S. Supreme Bench. 
—Coming Back After War. 


More than 600 New York Judges and 
lawyers gathered at the Bar Association 
Building,. 42 West Forty-fourth Street, 
last night to honor Lord Reading, in 
his capacity as Lord Chief Justice of 
England. 

It was after 9:30 o’clock when Lord 


Reading urrived from Sherry’s, where: 


he had been entertained at an informal 
dinner. party. by ex-Attorney Generai 
George W. Wickersham, President of 
the association. | 

Other guests were United States Judge 
Henry G. Ward and Henry W. Taft. 
The lawyers and Judges were already 
assembled in the big hall on the second 
floor when the guest of honor appeared. 
They received him standing and with 
prolonged applause, 

Mr. Wickersnam introduced Lord 
Reading as the foremost exponent of 
the law in the mother country and the 
successor of the great jurists’ who laid 
down the principles of the common law, 
the heritage of both Great Britain: and 
America. 

“He has just performed one of the 
greatest feats ever attempted in inter- 
national finance in the history of the 
world,’’ said the speaker. 

“It has been .ruly said that when 
lawyers meet they do so not as strang- 
ers or foreigners, but as members of 
one profession,” declared Baron Reading 
when the applause that greeted him had 
subsided. ‘‘I never felt the strength of 
that“ expression until I paid my first 
visit to the United States, Since I 
have been here in connection with a 
plan of my Government and of the Gov- 
ernment of France, I have. met many 
lawyers; indeed, I have sought to meet 
them... Whenever the opportunity has 
been’ offered me to mix with the mem- 
bers of the profession I have felt the 
same delights that I have felt ‘in such 
intercourse in my own country. 

‘‘ I. know well that the same spirit ani- 
mates your bar that animates ours.. We 
have found that a man is judged accord- 
ing to his merits, not merely his intellect 
or his capacity te work, but lasgely on 
account of his charac.er. In order to 
make a capable lawyer it is essential that 
character should dominate. May I em- 
phasize\his? It cannot be too often pro- 
claimed that there is one great bond 
which unites us together. It is the spirit 
of liberty and the determination to do 
saations 4 

“You say that the principles of the 
lafw are the same rere as in our courts. 
I know that freyuently when a great 
principle of common law is to be ex- 
pounded, we turn to the decisions of 
your judges just as you turn to ours. 
That is the link between us that I be- 
lieve never will be dissolved. ° 

** Blackstone said that the common 
law can only be understood if its ~his- 
tory is studied. I am sure that no one 
has given time to the study of our Eng- 
lish history without understanding how 
essential it is to know what led to the 
great pronouncements of the common 
law. But the common law is a great 
labyrinth without such study. If you 
understand its paral f the common law 
appears symmetrical, with alterations 
marking the stniges of its development, 
but the whole is bermony. and once 
vou: get the key to the solid principles 
which stand for justice and liberty the 
rest is easy to understand. 

‘““We, in our country, have striven 
for thirty or forty years to administer 
the law in the full understanding that 
it is really secondary to justice. We 
started with the idea that a court of 
justice is intended to administer .jus- 
tice. The law is there for those to 
study who wish to give advice and who

PLANS FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 


Wilson to Give Final Approval to 
New Estimates Today. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The national 
defense program of the Wilson Admin- 
istration will probably be closed up to- 
morrow, -when President Wilson will 
have conferences with Secretary Garri- 
son and Secretary Daniels and give 
final approval to the army and navy 
estimates. 
The President today gave his approval 
to the army program submitted by Sec- 
retary Garrison calling for an annual 
expenditure. of $184,000.000 for the army, 
an increase of about $73,000,000 over the 
appropriations for the current year. 

The backbone of the naval program 
has already been approved. Its distinc- 
tive feature is a five-year naval build- 
ing program for the strengthening of 
the fleet. It is proposed to spend 
000,000° for new construction for 
navy during the five-year period, airs 
ing’ from 1917 to 1922. . 

Whether this expenditure for new 
construction is to be spread evenly over 
the five-year period at an avérage rate 
of $100,000,000 annually for new con- 
struction, or whether the distribution 


of the $500,000,000 is to be peranged 
unevenly ig the question that remains 
undetermined. It involves the alter- 
natives of making provision either for} 
even appropriations each year for new 
construction with an uneven annual au-

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NEW CONSTITUTION 


_Unlon League Club Adds. Indorse- 
ment, While Labor Men Plan 
Campaign to Fight It. 


Alton B. Parker, in response to in- 
“@uiries concerning the proposed new 
Btate Constitution, made in a letter to 
. ‘him by Dix W. Smith, a lawyer of El- 

mira, N. Y., yesterday made public his 
reply. Of the failure of the convention 
to incorporate asafeguard against the 
assumption of power by the military, 

Mr. Parker said: 

** Its defeat is said, by members who 
voted, against it, to be due to the fact 
that it came up in the closing hours of 
the convention, and not being fully un- 
derstood by some of the members they 
voted against it on the assumption that 
having gotten along without any such 
provision in the Constitution during the 
entire life of the State, we could 

“get along without it for twenty 
years more. Now that the mat- 
ter is thoroughly understood, I do not 
doubt that a large majority of the 
members of the convention would be 
very willing to recommend to the Legis- 
lature at its next session that it pro- 
pose a constitytional amendment in- 
corporating the rejected provision. Nor 
can I doubt that the presentation of 
the. matter already made would cause 
it to be adopted by an. overwhelming 
majority of the vote of the people. Cer- 
tainly that should be the outcome, and 

I lieve it would be. 

- “Tf, in the judgment ofthe people, 

there are other omissions, they eould 


be taken up and treated in the same 
y 


way rrecisely as we are accustomed to 


do under our Constitution, and, in fact, Cc 


do pearly every year. Hence it seems 
to me that we should not reject the 
‘recommendations of the convention be- 
cause something is omitted that we 
think ought to have been inserted. 

“Instead, we should weigh the value 
of the new provisions recommended to 
the people, and if found as a whole to 
be an improvement over the existing 
Constitution, we should vote for its 
adoption. We seldom refuse to dine 
beeause a favorite course has ‘been 
omitted.” 

Mr. Parker said he would favor the 
adoption of the proposed Constitution 
if there were no other change recom- 
mended than the amendment to the ju- 
diciary article. He said his experienee 
both on the bench and at the bar con- 
vinced hig that the changes made were 

th the public interest. 

“I would have had it written differ- 
éntly in one or two respects, and so 
advocated before the Judiciary Commit- 
tee of that convention,’’ he said. ‘‘While 
I am disappointed at my view was 
not fully adopted, I shall not on that 
account refuse to cast my vote in favor 
of securing that which I know will prove 
to be a vast improvement in the work- 
ing of its judicial system.”’ 

Mr. Parker said he was anxious to 
have a trial given to the so-called Short 
Ballot provisions.

PINCHOT ATTACKS ELIHU ROOT 


Says Makers’ Personality Stamps 
. New Constitution as Bad. . 


Amos R. E. Pinchot made a bitter at- 
fack upon the proposed Constitution and 
on the men-he asserts framed it to their 
liking in an address at the parish house 
of the Church ef the Beloved Discipie 
last night. Mr. Pinchot ealled upon the 
voters to defeat the measure, saying 
that as few people, including the ma- 
jority of the ‘delegates to the convention, 
understood the provisions, a vote for the 
Constitution was a blind vote of confi- 
dence to Elihu Root, Morgan J. O’Brien, 
“and the other very able political 
mechanicians who dominated the pro- 

eedings.’’ 

“Why should the people of the State 
of New York,’’ he said, ‘ intrust the 
framing of the fundamental law to a 
gentleman whose career, as personal at- 
torney for William M. Tweed, William 
. tney, and Thomas Fortune Ryan 
and counsel for such corporations ag the 
American Tobaceo Company, the Met- 
ropolitan Street’ Railway Company, and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, has classed 
him as the most distinguished defender 
‘of public exploitation that the present 
generation has produced? ” 

Mr. Pinchot said that in order to ob- 
tain some of the provisions in the new 
Constitution which were desirable it was 
necessary to vote ag well for provisions 
which were inimicable to. pyblic’ in- 


terest. 
‘*Tt:is hard to understand,” he: said, 
‘“‘why any convention with intelligent, 
decent citizens in it sheuld have al- 
cowed 50, outrageous a rule to have been 
carried.’ - 

Mr, Pinchot charged that the methods 
which had been employed did not recon- 
eile themselves with Mr. Root’s “ elo- 
quent denunciation of invisible govern- 
ment.’’ He then took up the Constitu- 
tion by sections, making an especially 
bitter attack upen the. portion. which 
continues the life of the blic’ Service 
Commissions, which, he said, zreat cor- 
porations knew they could control. He 
said the Constitution gave the working 
class a, ‘‘ bad deal,” and added: 

‘*It should not be adopted now, 
if we had to abide by the presem Con- 
stitution forever, It should not be 
adopted now because if we reject_it we 
can have a progressive, intelligently 
considered Constitutien submitted, sec- 
tion by section, in-1917. What it will 
do to the politics and the people of 
New York is what such men as Mr. Root- 
De Lancey Nicoll, and Mr. O’Brien have 
willed that it should. So far their will 
has generally run counter to the inter- 
ests of the public, gnd there is no rea- 
son to believe that at this particular 
date they are having a sudden change 
of heart.”’ :

GOMPERS CRITICISES NEW LAW 


Says Constitution Doesn't Do 
Enough for Wage Earners. 


Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, gave out 
yesterday in Washington a statement 
addressed to the workers and voters of 
New York State in which he criticises 
the proposed State Constitution. Mr, 
Gompers admits that it is difficult for 
any one whe has not followed elosely 
the proceedings of the Constitutions) 
Convention to determine the value 0 
its work, and actordingly he has writ- 
ten to labor leaders in New York for 
their opinions. Mr. Gompers does not 
in terms advise New Yorkers to vote 
against the Constitution, but he quotes 
from ten of his correspondents who ad- 
vise such a course. 

Mr. Gompers says in part; 

‘“‘The wage garners, who constitute a 
very large portion of the population of 
the State, were not proportionately rep- 
foeentar in the ‘Constitutional Conven- 

on. Their representatives appearod 
before this convention and presented 

roposals for safeguarding the people’s 
nterest and for securing opportunities 
for such activities as are necessary to 
promote their well-being and their prog- 


reas, 

‘However, the convention adopted 
very few of the proposals that were sub- 
mitted to them by the wage-earners. 
The spirit of those in control of the 
eonvention and its deliberations were 

athetic toward the interests and 
demands of the wage-earners. It is 
ommon information that the large ma- 
ority of the dolemates to the convention 
was reactionary in ideala and opposed 
to the principles of democracy.

Mrs. Munson, WhoAbetted Edge- 
water Cashier and Fled with 
Him, Pleads Guilty. 


STORY OF INFATUATION 


Lovell, Now In Prison, Accuses For- 
mer Charmer of Betraying 
Him While in Hiding.

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 14,—Mrs. Lil- 
lian E. Munson, who has been under 
arrest for several months on the charge 


serving two years in prison, to rob the 
First National Bank of Edgewater, N, 
J., of $132,000, changed her plea from 
not guilty to guilty today in the United 
States District Court. Judge Rellstab 
gave her the maximum sentence of two 
years. 

Mrs. Munson, who, according to her 
official description in the police *ircu- 
lar, ‘is five feet eleven inches tall and 
weighs 230 pounds, entered the court 
handsomely dressed in brown silk with 


a feather boa about her neck and wear- 
ing a que and veil. She acted 
throughout the proceedings with perfect 
self-possessiun. , 

After the plea of guilty had been 
entered, she took the stand and said 
that she made that plea, in order to have 
the affair over as soon as possible and

Called to the stand by Judge Rellstahb, 
Lovell said he was cashier of the Edge- 
water Bank when he met Mrs. Munson, 
on March 25, 1914. He said he saw her 
trequently after that, Her pet name for 
him was St. Anthony, he said, and she 
wrote a poem identifying him with that 
exemplar of rectitude. The poem was 
submitted to Judge Rellgtab. 

Later Mrs: Munson charged him with 
misguiding her and breaking up her 
home, and insisted that he ghould take 
care of her, Lovell asserted. Under 
pressure from her, the plan for robbing 
the bank was formed and carried out, he 
said, He teld of taki eut a total of 
$27,000 in bills in installments, and then 
of curyins out $105,000 in securities at 
ence, e told rs. Munson, he said, 
that it had required all hig nerve to 
walk out of the bank with all these se- 
curities, and she replied that it took as 
ey courage on her part to wait out- 
side,

Canadian Northern Annourices Novel 


Plan of Colonization.

ON BOARD FIRST TRANSCONTI- 
NENTAL TRAIN OVER THE CANA- 
DIAN NORTHERN RAILROAD, PORT 
ARTHUR, Ont., Oct: 14.—The 500-mile 
stretch of Ontario lying between Sud- 
bury and Port Arthur is known as the 
“Great Clay Belt.”” It ig a picturesque, 
densely-wooded stretch of country, but 
for that reason and because of the 
great cost of clearing the Jand it has 
always been regarded as useless for 
agricultural purposes by Canadians; 
therefore, it has been regarded merely 
as the bridge between Hastern and 
Western Canada, unproductive yet car- 
rying three railroads. 

The eighty members. of the Canadian 
Parliament on the train, who are now 
opening the third Canadian railroad 
to the Pacific, heard today for the first 
time a unique-plan of the Canadian 
Northern by which it is proposed to 
make this territory as much available 
to settlers as other sections of 

a. Nickel has already been discov- 
ered in the territory, which is only a 
short distance northwest of the world- 
famous nickel and copper district of 
Sudbury, but that is merely incidental. 
It is proposed to make the timber crop 
pay for the colonization of the territory 

¥y an agricultural population. 

There are more than 10,000,000 acres 
of available land in the clay belt. It is 
Proposed to construct a short distance 
either side of its line a substantial high- 
way paralleling the road. At intervals 
between wil! ve established compact 
communities, the homes facing the rail- 
road and backing up on the highwers 
thus presenting the front door of the 
country to the passing traveler instead 
of the back as is usua the case. This 
land will beeome available for settie- 
ment at 50 cents an acre. e timber 
covering it will be secured by the set- 
tlers and prepared for market at saw- 
mills established by the railroad, return- 
ing to the settler about $4 an acre 
cleared and leaving his land ready for 
ts first real crop. The plan is expected 
to provide for this lovely belt of Canada 
almost a continuous population from 
East to West.

But 
the restoration of the empire is a. proj- 
ect especially distasteful to. the gress 

erci centre of Southern China. 
Most of ite wealth of China is centred 
here and in Hongkong and Shanghai. 
The Cantonese have always been ex- 
tremely independent. They financed 
and encouraged the two recent revolu- 
ons.

tl ts. ers have 
ina Java. Most of the wealthy 
Chinesse in the United States are from 
the Canton neighborhood. Many of these 
men, afte reformers who support their 
views with money. 

Even before the Society for the Pres- 
ervation of Peace set forth its plan for 
the r ration of the empire, there was 
extreme dissatisfaction with General 
Lung, the Military Governor named by 
President Yuan Shi-kai to direct affairs 
in Canten. War conditions made busi- 
ness bad, Then the floods came and 
intensified the unrest. While inspect- 
ing the damage done by the flood, Gen- 
eral Lung was injured i { a bomb huried 
at him by a reformer. few days later 
two bombs were found in his house 
which had —_— smuggled in by a cook 
bribed by reformers. 

Generel Lung has 25,000 troops in the 
vicinity of Canton, and the Yuan Shi-kai 
Government has been able to pay them 
regularly so far. But in China there is 
always the danger that an enemy will 
offer more money and win away. the 
military and naval forces. This pap: 
pened before in Canton, and if the 
wealthy reformers were to advance suf- 
ficient money to finance the opponents 
of the imperial movements foreigners 
residing here are apprehensive of the 
results. 

Southern China has been under the in- 
fluence of Hoeskong so long, d 
through its extensive foreign trade is so 
closely in touch with the outside world, 
that it resents the domination of North- 
ern China. The desire for a separate 
Government in Southern China is al- 
ways uppermost in the minds of thé re- 
form element. ‘ormers seek every 
excuse to advance their views and are 
seizing upon the movement to restore 
the empire as a’reason for reviving their 
efforts to throw off the control of what 
they regard,as the more backward part 
of the country. 

Shanghai, Nanking, Hankow, and the 
other cities along Yang-tse-kiang 
are under control of the Pekin 
ment, Warships patrol the 
kiang River and it is easily accessible 
by rail from Peking.

70 GUARD HARBORS 


- BY WALLS OF FIRE 


Inventor Reinhardt Plans to 
Envelop- Hostile Craft in 
Columns of Flames. 


WOULD LAY OIL PIPES AT SEA 


Petroleum on Water, Ignited Chemi- 
cally, Would Shoot Withering 
Blazes High in the Air. 


James H. Reinhardt of East Orange, 
N. J., inventor of mechanical appliances 
for commercial use, among. them being 
the numbering machine used in the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, has drawn up 
a plan for harbor defense which he in- 
tends to offer to the Navy Department. 
The inventor has made a test of his 
plan on a small scale, he says, with 
excellent results. 

With the device installed to protect 
New York Harbor and working in the 
manner that the inventor pictured ‘it, 
no evidence of its presence could be seen 
by an invading fleet. In the event that 
hostile craft attempted tv steam close 
enough to the shore to shell New York, 
it would be possible for an American 
naval officer at Sandy Hook to press an 
electric buttom which would immedi- 
ately cause: great walls of flame to 
shoot up on either side of the hostile 
fleet, making escape impossible. 

This seemingly fantastic’ defense, Mr. 
Reinhardt believes, can be accomplished 
simply and at cor-paratively small ex- 
pense. The walls of flame would be 
caused by great quantities of oil burn- 
ing on the surface of the water, and Mr. 
Reinhardt said yesterday that by the 
use of the right kihd of oil the flames 
probably could be made to mount from 
100 to 150 feet into the air, or to about 
the height of a ten-story building. This 
barrier of fire, he said, could be made 
to stretch whatever distance was neces- 
sary completely to block possible es- 
cape. 

To Feed Oil from Shore. 


The plan which Mr. Reinhardt has 
drawn up for this picturesque defense 
is as follows: For a distance of twenty- 
five or thirty miles from the outlying 
sections of the city he proposes that 
large oil pipes shall be laid on the 
ground beneath the water and directly 
across the channel leading to New York, 
6r whatever other city the defense’ is 
designed to protect. His plan calls for 
laying the most distant pipes about 
half a mile apart, and then placing the 
pipes closer together as they near the 
city. Each pipe, under his plan, would 
have perforations along its entire length 
for the oil to escape, and would be at- 
tached in the middle to one of a number 
of large feed pipes supplying all of the 
cross-sections with oil. 

‘* The feed pres could run back to the 
main oil tank, which should be placed 
sufficiently inland to be out of danger 
during the oo. of a bombard- 
ment,’’ Mr. Reinhardt- said yesterday, 
‘“‘and the oil should be kept in these 
pipes at all times. A simple contrivance 
can be placed at the junction of the 
feed pipes and the cross-sections to 
prevent loss of oil into these sections 
when the system is not in operation, and 
this spigotlike arrangement could be 
opened by an electric switch at the 
central station, which probably would 
be located at Sandy Hook. 


Method of Igniting Oil. 


“The problem of igniting the oil would 
be comparatively simple and could be 
met by several different methods. Prob- 


ably the best method would be to have 
a small amount of potassium, protected 
by» some waterproof coating such as 
araffin, in such a position at each 
unction of the feed pipe and the cross 
section that the paraffin coating could 
be broken by the operation of the elec- 
trical device turning thé oil into the 
cross sectiqn, and the potassium would 
be sent to the surface. 

“ Potassium reacts when it comes into 
contact with watereand forms hydro- 
oxide and hydrogen, the latter gas being 
released in such quantity and with suc 
speed that it immediately takes fire, 
because of the heat created by the 
chemical reaction. This is a simple 
vperation well known in all chemical 
laboratories and, for its. scenic effect, 
much experimented with in college 
laboratories. The oil, of course, would 
be ignited instantly by the potassium, 
and would burn viciously as it spread 
out over the water.’’

Bellevue Patient Now Faces Only 
the Poisons Lett By the Disease. 
Physicians at Bellevue now believe 

that George F. Stackpole, the anthrax 

patient, will be out of danger in a few 


days. 

All danger ‘from anthrax itself had 
passed, it was said.at the hospital: yes- 
terday, but.there are still the poisons 
left in the system by the disease and 
the serum to combat, 

Martin Bradsky, the Riverhead la- 
borer, who was taken to Bellevue on 
Wednesday, supposed to be suffering 
from anthrax, had nothing worse than a 
bad boil on his neck, the physicians at 
the hospital said yesterday. 

The. State Department of Agriculture 
decided yesterday to send Inspectors to 
Riverhead and elsewhere to make care- 
ful examination of cattle and horses for 
traces of anthrax. 


GOLD BOXES FOR SOUVENIRS 


Curious Folk Carry Off Cases That 
Brought British Treasure. 


A half-hundred small but heavy 
wooden boxes were thrown from the 
rear door of the United States Assay 
Office just before the rush of the home- 


ward bound began yesterday afternoon. 

The bright red seals attracted the cu- 
rious, who found they had been used to 
bring to New York gold sovereigns re- 
cently shipped from England to pay 
for munitions of war.

The intention was the same as that 
in the Oleomargarine Bill, which, the 
Judge refrained from remarking, has 
worked disappointment to its intro- 
ducers and beneficiaries. In both 
Gases the intention was not to reg- 
ulate the trade nor to raise revenue, 
but to destroy any trade not con- 
ducted according to the prescribed 
methods or standards. In both cases 
the intention was to work a com- 
mercial revolution under pretense of 
taxation. It is easy to name other 
cases which have been more disturb- 
ing to the commercial world. The 
Seamen’s act light-heartedly sought 
to compel the annulment of treaties 
with a score of nations. The Sher- 
man anti-trust law, before the dis- 
covery of the light of reason, was 
designed, in the opinion of many, to 
overturn the settled law of centuries, 
and did profoundly affect legitimate 
trade for many years. The cotton law 
must be taken as an example of a 
too numerous class of statutes which 
are failures because they do not seek 
to declare the law as it is, but en- 
deavor to force business to be done 
as it ought to be, according to the 
opinions of those not well informed 
about business. 

Such laws are made endurable only 
by judicial legislation and private 
compromise after the enacting body 
has thrust its “slovenly ’’ work upon 
those not asking for it, and yet com- 
pelled to abide by it somehow. The 
» _Seamen’s act was’ made over by the 
¥ construction of its language in a man- 
ner {ts draughtsmen never expected. 
In like manner the Sherman law was 
* {nterpreted by the Supreme Court 
- Jnto something opposite from the in- 
‘tention of its plain language as un- 
derstood by many, and misunder- 
gtood by many more to this day. 
The cotton law was made capable of 
enforcement only by the co-operation 
of the very Exchanges against which 
it was aimed, in a fury of ignorance 
“regarding the functions of Exchanges. 
Its final form was a compromise 
between those who wished to abol- 
ish the Exchanges—and have since 
changed their minds withthe price 
ef cotton—and those who wished to 
see gpot cotton sell higher. For that 
purpose new standards of the staple 
» {were introduced. It is not intended 
i eriticise the standards as standards, 
nor to deny that the bill has not 

@.good points. The trade has 
reconciled itself to the law, for busi- 
ness desires nothing more than to 
gonform to the law. The point is 
not criticism of the law, but of the 
- fawmakers’ methods.

“LABOR” WANTS A “LABOR”- 
MADE CONSTITUTION. 

The “labor vote” has been often 
tried and is usually wanting. It is 
largely a myth, a bugaboo, a stuffed 
club wherewith only timid politicians 
allow themselves to be scared. After 
much sound and fury it failed to beat 
JoE CANNON and CHARLES E. LiTTLE- 
FIELD in thejr Congress districts. Now 
it advances with much sound of trum- 
pets against the new Constitution. The 
reasons given by the State Federation 
of Labor are preposterous, but one of 
them hints the real cause of the or- 
ganized opposition. The Constitution- 
al Convention ignored a memorial pre- 
sented by the labor leaders. The pre- 
tense of opposition onthe ground that 
the short ballot and responsible State 
Government will create a “ bureau- 
cracy” can hardly be alleged’ with 
a straight face. The gooseflesh about 
military tribunals is artificial. “‘ Labor” 
and the rest of us would be no more 
exposed to despots and satraps under 
the new, Constitution than they have 
been under the old. But to refuse in- 
structions from “ labor leaders,” not to 
allow them to make a Constitution of 
special -rights and privileges for 
“labor,” to provide for the general, 
and not their special, welfare, advan- 
tagé, and aggrandizement—that was 
the unpardonable sin. 

The disingenuous and unfair attacks 
of this handful of hankerers for special 
immunities and a privileged status 
should serve to commend the new 
Constitution to voters who labor a 
good deal more than “ labor leaders,” 
and neither ask for themselves nor will 
concede to others favors and exemp- 
tions under the fundamental law. And 
be it said, in justice to the unionists, 
that it is the habit of the “ labor lead- 
ers” to give orders to “labor,” the 
habit of “ labor” to disobey them. 


UNCERTAIN SWORDS. : 

Premier VIVIANI announced to the 
French Senate yesterday that Italy 
would “probably ”’ take part in the 
Balkan campaign against Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, and Bulgaria. But 
on the day before, addressing the 
Chamber of Deputies in response to a 
resolution demanding from the Gov- 
ernment an explanation of its con- 
duct in the Balkan bazaar, where pre- 
cious merchandise had been allowed 
to go to a higher bidder, the French 
Premier left Italy out. The, under- 
standing between the Governments of 
Great Britain and France was com- 
plete. France and Great Britain, he 
specifically said, had agreed to go to 
the aid of Serbia, and Russia had de- 
cided to join. He said not a word 
about Italy. 

Her position is uncertain and anom- 
alous. She first denounced the Triple 
Alliance that bound her to Austria- 
Hungary and Germany, and then de- 
clared war only upon Austria-Hun- 
gary, without so much as a mention 
of Germany. Then she proceeded to 
make war only upon Austria, Tardi- 
ly, and after much, persuasion, she 
formally acknowledged a state of war 
with Turkey, and still remained tech- 
nically at peace with Germany. Her 
official explanation to the world of 
denouncing the Triple Alliance treaty 
contained the following: 

None of the contracting parties had 
the right to undertake, without a pre- 
vious agreement, any step the conse- 
quence of which might impose a duty 
upon the other signatories arising out 
of the alliance or which would in any 
way whatsoever encroach upon their 
vital interests. This article was vio- 
lated by Austria-Hungary when she 
sent to Serbia her note dated July 28, 
1914, an action taken without the pre- 
vious assent of Italy. 

That is, Vienna’s ultimatum to Ser- 
bia was a violation of the treaty as 
Italy .construed it; hence in good time 
she denounced it formally and went to 
war with Austria on the ground that 
Austria first had gone to war with 
Serbia and had then declined to make 
satisfactory reparation to Italy. But 
Germany now invades: Serbia, and 
there is doubt as to whether Italy 
will join England, France, and Russia 
in going to Serbia’s aid. A _ state 
of war between Germany and Italy 
must be supposed actually to exist; 
technically it does not. There has 
been no declaration.

Serbia only in the event of attack by 
another Balkan State, and not in the 
unimagined event 'of a European con- 
flagration. ‘‘ Greece,” says the King, 
“is merely loosening her sword in its 
scabbard.” It is not the sword of a 
friend: it is the sword of a pro-Ger- 
man Greek. Few can imagine world 
peace, but at least one might dare to 
hope for war unpretending and with: 
out the ghastliness of dialectics. 


THE PARADISE OF WOMAN 
SUFFRAGE. 

Colorado was the second State to 
enjoy the blessings of woman suf- 
frage. Wyoming, where emancipation 
was granted in 1869, continues to be 
short of-women. "Why the oppressed 
of the superior sex didn’t rush thither 
to unrivet their chains remains one 
of the mysteries of feminism inex- 
plicable to the  uninitiate. Since 
1893 Colorado has been an Arcadia, a 
Utopia of freedom and _ equality. 
Something in the dir of Colorado ex- 
hilarates, begets political fervor. Its 
petticoat politicians have been ener- 
getic and active. They are always 
eager to take charge, to govern the 
Governor, to besiege the President. 
It was a Colorado State Senator who 
told the New Jersey folks that the 
men who oppose woman suffrage are 
“pinheads.” A classic of pinheadism 
is here reproduced, without apology 
for its lack of novelty. <A _ classic 
can’t very well be fresh. It is the 
Rev. MarTIN Hart, Dean of Denver 
Cathedral, who wrote in a religious 
periodical, The Chronicle, last Feb- 
vuary > ‘ 

Here in Denver we had last year 
1,265 divorces out of 2,500 marriages. 
Every thirteenth person in the com- 
munity suffered arrest; there were 
seventeen murders; seventy-five peo- 
ple were killed in the coal strike and 
no one brought to justice. 

As Mr. ROBERT UNDERWOOD JOHN- 
SON says: ‘‘ We should get as great 
“a reaction against bad government 
“into the electorate as possible by 
“adding an aggressive principle’ to 
“the intelligence, culture, and moral- 
“ity of the voters.” In 1914 Denver 
had had that aggressive principle at 
work for twenty years. In 1912 the 
aggressive principle reacted against 
bad government in Colorado by ap- 
proving the recall of judicial decisions. 
Some “ pinheads”” have ‘thought ‘that’ 
a reaction against law ‘and order,*a 
lawlessness stimulated by sentiment- 
alist female politicians, has been too 
visible in Colorado, that paradise of 
equality. 

The “ pinheads” forget that “ the 
self-respect ’’ of the manumitted fe- 
male serfs must have been increased 
notably, a moral gain which is one 
of the major, if any are minor, ar- 
guments for and results of Votes for 
Women. A greater freedom of di- 
vorce may be a corollary of the vital 
freedom conferred. by woman suf- 
frage. The frequency of arrests is a 
sign of the acuter moral vigilance of 
the community, and surely an occa- 
sional murder is infinitely better than 
a permanent autocracy. Now no less 
thoughtful and judicious a publicist 
than the Rev. JOHN HAYNES HOLMES 
of this city told us last Sunday that 
“any one who opposes woman suf- 
“ frage is consciously or unwillingly 
‘“‘an adherent of the autocratic form 
“of government rather than democ- 
* racy.” 

We cite only to condemn the often 
quoted statement of Judge BEN 
LINDSEY of Denver that’ the Col- 
orado woman voters are no better 
than the Colorado man voters. He 
talks like a discouraged backslider. 
But if he is correct, Colorado 
possesses a consummate equality of 
the sexes. Even if that other so 
tediously repeated saying of his, that 
free Colorado is twenty years be- 
hind enslaved Massachusetts in cer- 
tain reforms, be justified by the facts, 
a wrong interpretation should not be 
given to it. Even in enslaved Mas- 
sachusetts the first stirrings of free- 
dom have been felt. There is a lim- 
ited woman suffrage,, and some 10 
per cent. of the women voters vote. 
Doubtless this leaven has leavened 
the whole, lump of that “ pinhead ”’ 
State. 








THE DEFENSE PLANS. 

The Administration’s defense pro- 
gram, so far as it has been made 
known, meets with general approval. 
The regular army increase will be 
very small, about equal to the increase 
proposed to Congress by Secretary 
GARRISON last year. The total strength 
of the army now, including commis- 
sioned officers and enlisted men, and 
the whole body of Philippine Scouts, 
is 97,987 men. The number ‘of enlisted 
men in all branches of the military 
service last Summer, . excepting .the 
Quartermaster Corps and the Hospital 
Corps, was 87,241. It is proposed now 
to make the authorized strength of 
the army 120,000 men, which will be 
enough to keep a mobile force of 50,- 
000 men in the United States, with- 
out weakening the permanent coast 
defenses or the garrisons in our outly-

ing ‘possessions. It: té tide settled that, 
for the sake of swelling the army re- 
serve, a short term’ of enlistment will, 


be adopted. A‘ term of from one to. 


two years with the colors, with thrée 
or four years thereafter in the re- 
serve, was favored by President Tart, 
Secretary Stimson, and Major General 
Woop, while Secretary GARRISON tried 
hard to induce the last Congress to 
reduce the term of enlistment. But 
Congress will scarcely oppose the plan 
now. It is desirable, apart from the 
need of securing a large reserve of 
trained men as quickly as possible, to 
shorten the enlistment term, first, be- 


‘cause more men ¢an be easily enlisted 


for a short term than for the present 
long terni, and, secondly, because one 
year of hard work with the colors and 
the lighter work in the succeeding 
three or four years in the reserve, will 
tend to make a,competent and healthy 
young man as good a soldier as the 
nation requires. While in the reserve, 
of course, the recruit will be fairly 
paid for such services as are exacted 
of him. 

The army reserve is to be strength- 
ened also by a large contingent of 
trained citizens, and the details of this 
part of the plan have not been made 
Of’ course the system of 
training camps will be firmly estab- 
lished in another year, and if a rea- 
sonable percentage of the young men 
who avail themselves of this means to 
prepare to serve the country is en- 
rolled in the reserve the desired num- 
ber of reservists should be obtained 
in a very few years. Of the Federal 
plans for the development of the Na- 
tional Guard nothing has yet been 
made known, but the burden of this 
great work must be borne chiefly by 
the States. Unless they start the de- 
velopment and push it forward with 
energy and intelligence Federal con- 
trol of the organized militia will be 
hampered. If a Militia Pay Bill is 
passed by Congress the amount of 
payment provided will be relatively 
small; its purpose will not be to light- 
en the burden of the States. 

In regard to the navy, so far as the 
program of development extends _ be- 
yond the year 1916, we must remem- 
ber that a well-laid plan of navy de- 
velopment, intelligently devised in the 
past, has been crippled by the folly 
of the Democrats in Congress, What 
may be done with that part of the 
present naval program which relates 
to the future in case of a political up- 
heaval, it is impossible to guess. But 
the naval plans for the immediate 
present, relating to battleships and 
battle cruisers, recruits, and muni- 
tions, seem.reasonable. The announce- 
ment that eleven ships of the navy 
must be provided with new engines, at 
an enormous cost, part of which must 
be borne by the Government, is dis- 
concerting. The superdreadnought 
Nevada {s-still technically: under con- 
structi + and some of the other ves- 
sels ne new engines are barely 
finished. “Imperfect engines, in some 
cases, ‘have been favorably passed 
upon by the Inspectors. Perhaps Mr. 
DANIELs’s Naval Advisory Board will 
be able hereafter to prevent this sort 
of haphazard wasting of public money 
and time. ; .

Of course Dr. MUENSTERBERG knows 
what he means and is quite competent to 
write it. His criticism, therefore, must 
be accepted as correct, but certainly not 
many readers gained from reading his 
original article the impression that he 
thought the Germans, in the years when 
they arrived in great numbers, came sim- 
ply and only because they found it hard 
to make a living at home. He wrote at 
length of other motives that were or 
ought to have been theirs, and explicitly 
enough asserted: that activities based on 
those other motives deserved our special 
recognition and gratitude. 

By emphasizing, as he does now, the 
economic compulsion,- and denying that 
discontent with political conditions in 
Germany or preference for those in this 
country had anything whatever to do 
with the removal of his countrymen 
by the hundreds of thousands to 
this country, Dr. MUENSTERBERG may have 
done the German-Americans an ill serv- 
ice. If he is correct—and he ought to

And in apparent seriousness the sugges- 
tion was made that every American 
newspaper should be comp+lled by law to 
use the language of the country, in order 
that it may be exposed to the beneficent 
and safety-giving criticism to which the 
newspapers. that use English are con- 
stantly subjected. 

The possibility of danger thus pointed 
out does exist, and it is known that real 
harm to recently arrived residents of the 
United States has sometimes been done 
in just this way. As was so well ex- 
plained not long ago by another corre- 
spondent of THE ‘Timss,. self-interest 
leads, or tends to lead, these journalistic 
exotics to perform not their legitimate 
and patriotic function, which is to assist 
and hasten the immigrant’s assimilation 
with his neighbors, but to do the very 
different work of keeping him as much 
and as long unlike them as can be done 
by emphasizing and fostering his racial 
peculiarities. “Success along these lines 
means that he will remain a reader of 
the paper, and failure in it that he will 
soon be lost as a subscriber. — 

Assimilation, however, cannot be pre- 
vented by such efforts. It is not often 
even long delayed, and the amount of in- 
jury thus done to potential citizens is 
probably more than counterbalanced by 
the services rendered while they are 
dumb strangers in a strange land. At 
any rate, it is not enough to justify the 
imposition of such a drastic restraint on 
the liberties of the press as the one pro- 
posed. In a city like New York every 
language is understood by so many peo- 
ple that none gives real sécrecy to any- 
thing in print. That fact has been 
clearly and instructively disclosed sev- 
eral times, and some of the times were 
not at all remote.

The present readjustment 
of his enterprise will give him freedom 
from the annoyances and distraction of 
litigation from which he has suffered 
much, and will enable him to follow his 
never-abandoned desire to perfect the 
wonderful machine which he and his 
brother succeeded in making do what no 
human being before them ever persuaded 
@ machine to accomplish. 

Real flight—flight in the true sense of 
the word—was their achievement, and 
that it brought wealth as well as death- 
less fame to them and honor te their 
country is one of the many proofs that 
the world is running better than it used 
to do. Most of us can still remember 
when the man who talked of a flying 
machine was viewed with a pitying smile, 
if not impatiently dismissed as a hope- 
less bore and time-waster.

An Unremantic View of Women’s In- 
‘fluence on Suffrage California. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has just been called to an 
article by Mrs. Ida Husted Harper, entitled 
“What Women Have-Gained by Suffrage,” 
appearing in your issue of Sept. 13. 

As a native Californian permit: mae to reply 
to the statements contained therein concern- 
ing the workings of Woman Suffrage in Cali- 
fornia. In judging the effect of the change 
in electorate, it will be necessary to confine 
the inquiry to the small number”’of women 
in this State who are actively interested in 
Politics, An observer will have no difficulty 
in recognizing the suffrage workers. ‘They 
are distinguished by hard set lines of face, 
an aggressive dictatorial manner, and a 
visibly haggard and worn expression gen- 
erally. These women do not inspire great 
respect 4mong other women, and are shunned 
by men whenever it is possible to do 80. 
Even the politicians pass them by and try 
to curry favor with the women who oppose 
suffrage—and these constitute 80 per cent.— 
and still dominate public opinion in California, 
and our male politicians have more sense than 
to antagonize them. 

A case in point was the refusal of the last 
Legislature to enact a law compelling women 
voters to serve on juries. There was no pro- 
test from any quarter, but the legislators 
were not unmindful of the fact that suffrage ) 
was put over on the women of this State in 
a bargain made between the officers of the 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs and the 
Progressive politicians. There is not now, 
and never has been, any spontaneous demand 
for suffrage by the majority of our women. 
To force a lukewarm, indifferent electorate 
to appear in police courts—to hear unprint- 
able evidence—and to rub elbows with the 
riffraff that hangs around = these courts, 
would result in an automatic self-disfran- 
chisement of all but the radical women 
voters. By failing to register, a woman citi- 
zen could escape jury duty. With us there 
would }be thousands who would take ad- 
vantage of such a situation. 

The last Legislature did less for the bene- 
fit‘of women than any previous Legislature 
has done in the last twenty years. 

The legal status of women has not been 
improved in California by their enfranchise- 
ment. Under the old regime a married wo- 
man could by h teading property 
to the amount of $5,000 from any debt owed 
by the husband. This gave the widow and 
children enough to meet their immediate 
wants. Now, in case of death, if there is 
indebtedness the wife and children lose 
everything. In the newly’ established 
equality, the wife is Mable for all debts; she 
can be made to pay the household expenses 
and can be sued for alimony! 

In the third specification Mrs. . Harper 
states ‘‘that political parties will be more 
careful in the choice of candidates.’’ Such 
has not been the case in California. One of 
the highest honors possible to bestow at an 
election has been given to a man whose pri- 
vate life is such that he was refused a nom!- 
nation for a lesser office and practically driven 
out of politics by male voters a few years 
ago. He is now a prime favorite among the 
women who helped to elect him, and not one 
of them makes any pretext to ignorance of 
his record. 

There has been ore judicial recall in San 
Francisco by women voters. Instead of ‘the 





with very scant knowledge of the law and 
of such a weak character that he would 
never appeal to.any but women voters. 

The moral uplift promised in the Red 
Light Abatement law has not materialized. 
The only definite result visible in this com- 
munity at present is the generally lpwer.de- 
gree of respect accorded those who wallowed 
in the muck and mire of the whole filthy 
question. 

Mrs. Harper also commends the practical 
viewpoint of the women voters of, California. 
So far as I am able to judge, the leaders are 
eminently practical. But the tactics used in 
dealing with opposition from any source 
would do credit to the days of the Inqui- 
sition. There never is but one side to any 
question under consideration. .The leaders 
of the suffrage movement of this State have 
proved themselves to be past mistresses of 
all the ‘‘ tricks of the trade.”” I am in doubt 
as to whether any of them know the differ- 
ence between the Democratic and Republican 
platforms, but they do know how to do 
practical politics. 

Were it not for continual agitation, interest 
in suffrage would die out gs the 
of our women. As it is, the registration 
shows a continued decrease, and this in 
spite of the fact that questions of vital local 
interest are before the people for adjustment 
at: the present time. 

The work of the church societies, the Red 
Cross, the various charities, the interest in 
art, music and literature, the study of child 
welfare, of household ‘economics, and of all 
social activities goes on in California un- 
mindful of-suffrage agitation. The few wo- 
men who have become professional politicians 
are the exceptions that prove the claim that 
conservatism is a feminine characteristic. 

. If our women have unwittingly been par- 
ties to the pdlicies which have put California 
in the freak class politically, they are rapidly 
awakening to that fact. They can be trusted 
to quickly but firmly put an end to such an 
unbearable ‘situation.

Tue New Yorx Times of Oct. 10 brings 
out on its first page, under the title 
‘“‘How I Found Belgium Under German 
‘Rule,’’ what may be correctly called a 
panegyric of the German Army and the 
German administration. 

If this article were to be left without a 
reply the American people would be ‘led 
into the belief that Germany not-only 
has done’ no material harm to Belgium, 
but that it fulfills in Belgium a civilizing, 

izing, and altogether beneficial 
mission. 

I therefore think it my duty to point 
out to the numerous readers of THE NEw 
Yorx Trmes the many deviations from 
exact truth into which the writer of the 
above article has allowed himself to be 
led by his friend, who occupies a high 
\ position in the German Imperial _Gov- 
ernment. 

The fact of traveling in this distin- 
guished company explains that he has 
found his trip so pleasant and so com- 
fortable. All other civilians, and espe- 
cially Belgians, are forced to pay first- 
class fares, but they must be content to 
travel on the hard wooden benches of 
the third-class cars, even though they be 
ladies, as I have experienced myself 
when leaving Brussels for Antwerp and 
Rotterdam. The first and second class 
carriages, as well as the sleeping and 
dining cars, are exclusively reserved for 
the German officers and officials. 

Mr. McClellan proceeds to say that 
with the exception of some purses, no 
ladies, other than Belgians, have been 
allowed to cross the frontier since the 
war began. Who, then, were those 
ladies with whom German officers pa- 
raded on the boulevards of Brussels in 
September and October, 1914, in automo- 
biles, which had been commandeered by. 
the Germans, as the gentleman from 
Princeton . University euphoniously calls 
what everybody else will probably term 
confiscation, or robbery and plunder? 

Mr. McClellan proceeds te say that the 
Germans have effectively replaced the 
Belgian railway employes, who had all 
disappeared. He does not say why they 
disappeared, probably because his high 
official friend did not think proper to in- 
form'him of the fact that the German 
Government exacted from them an oath 
of allegiance and fidelity to the Emper- 
or.. This, of course, they could not and 
would not give. 

Moreover, the Germans put so many 
obstacles in the way of those who would 
like to use the railways, by way of oblig- 
ing them to justify the necessity of their 
intended trip and forcing. them to obtain 
a@ passport, which means an expense and 
a loss of time often out of proportion to 
the object of the trip, that really only 
those travel who cannot help them- 
selves. 


That underesuch conditions trade does 
not revive is easily understood. Besides, 
all letters are liable to be opened and 
read by. the German authorities, and 
the Belgians had no telegraph or tele- 
phone at their disposal when I left 
Brussels. I have not heard that things 
have changed since. No raw material 
can be imported, nor any manufactured 
goods exported. Put all of this together 
and you will no doubt feel with me that 
it is a cruel pleasantry to reproach man- 
ufacturers with unwillingness to reopen 
their factories, when the difficulties are 
radical, material, and insurmountable, 
and entirely of German making. As to 
repeating what a flowerwoman and a 
barber say about the rich people being 
unpatriotic and not spending their money 
in Brussels, this is so infinitely silly 
that it scarcely deserves comment. 

The wealth of the rich Belgians con- 
sists, as everywhere else, to a great 
extent in real estate. In the presence of 
the stagnancy of trade mast people do 
not pay their rent, as I experience to my 
own great inconvenience, and have be- 
sides in many cases to be succored by 
their landlords. That under such condi- 
tions and in view of the heavy extortions 
of money which have been laid on the 
Belgians there is not much money spent 
on flowers and perfumery will appear 
unpatriotic only to a flowerwoman, a 
barber, ané@ a professor of Princeton. 
As to the antique dealer, who drives a 
better trade than ever, he contradicts, it 
would seem, the above flowerwoman and 
the barber, but I think he is either apoc- 
ryphal or he reaps his harvest among 
the German officers and officials, who 
thus get rid of some of the spoils 
pressed out of the Belgian people. 

As to the Germans curing “the vices and 
the immorality of the Belgians, this will 
create a good: deal of merriment with 
anybody who has visited Brussels and 
Berlin, and will make him advise the 
Germans to sweep the sidewalk before 
their own doors first before offering to 
do so with their neighbors. 

The same audacity characterizes the 
affirmation that Brussels is, or was, the 
headquarters of international anarchy. 
I have lived forty-five years in Brussels, 
and never heard of or saw one of the 
anarchical crimes which have so often 
disgraced Spain and other countries. 

It is certainly true that there are a 
great number of unemployed—many of 
them, and I should say the majority, of 
Germany’s making—but it is really too 
absurd to give the Germans credit for 
doing anything to change this state of 
things for the better, which nothing will 
bring about but the return to normal ac- 
tivity, when the invader will have re- 
tired and when the frontiers will be open 
for the import of raw material and the 
export of the manufactured products— 
the only means of making possible the 
reopening of factories. 


As to the affirmation that Belgium 
could find a ready market for her prod- 
ucts in Germany, this is only so far true 
as such products can be of use to the 
German Army in Belgium, and I sup- 
pose ‘that no one but a German, or one 
in pay of the Germans, will expect the 
Belgian manufacturers to concur in fit- 
ting out the enemy’s army. 

It is scarcely necessary to refute the 
assertion that the newspapers are al- 
lowed to print what they like in presence 
of the fact that even not a private letter 
is allowed to pass which seems too long 
to the censor or contains a word which 
he does not understand. I have before 
me a letter from a Gorrespondent in 
Brussels saying that a previous letter, ad- 
dressed by him to me, had been returned 
to him because it contained a phrase in 
English, wiille the remainder of it was in 
the French language. The fact js that 
ali that appears in the daily papers is 
scrupulously censored, and not a word is 
allowed to pass which for some reason, 
or without any reason, displeases the 
censor. 

It is consoling to find that Mr. Mc- 
Clellan publishes with more reserve the 
German version of the brutal destruction 
of Louvain, probably because he feels 
that no German explanation will ever |.

it is situated behind the Town Hall, 
which was spared, and quite away from 
the area where destruction specially 
raged. 

Mr. McClellan seems hurt that the 
Belgians do not everywhere do their ut- |

"Man Ruined Estate, State 
Report Shows. 


SUPPOSED HE WAS WEALTHY 


Once President of National Bank of 
North America and Founder 
of Trust Company. 


Warner Van Norden, once President of 
the National Bank of North America 
and later founder of the Van Norden 
Trust Company, died deeply in debt on 
Jan. 1, 1914, according to the report of 
Transfer Tax Appraiser Albert J. Ber- 
win in his appraisal of the estate, filed 
yesterday ‘in the office of the State Con- 
troller. 

The banker's financial misfortune was 
brought about by his efforts to lift his 
son, Warner M. Van Norden, out of the 
financial hole into which the latter had 
fallen while President of the Van Nor- 
den Trust Company and also President 
of the Nineteenth Ward Bank, accord- 
ing to testimony of the Rev. Theodore 
Langdon Van Norden, another son, who 
appeared at the Appraiser’s hearings. 

There is no exact statement of the 
amount the estate is in debt, other than 
the itemized statements in the report, 


| and which led Appraiser Berwin to re- 
port that there was nothing upon which» 


he could levy a tax for the State. 

There are two items under the head 
of realty, and recite that the testator's 
home, 8 East Sixty-second Street, which 
was held to be worth $150,000, is 
covered by $501,657 in first and second 
mortgages, ana the interest on the 
mortgages; that the garage at 52 East 
Sixty-second Street, 1s cumbered with 
$59,217 in mortgages and interest. 

These mortgages, the clergyman’s son 
testified, were placed upon the proper- 
ties in the testator’s etforts to reheve 
the enmeshed son from his financial 
difficulties. 

The gross personal property, the re- 
port shows, amounts to $34,064. Against 
it there are debts, $437,178.55; funeral ex- 
penses, $108.45; administration expenses, 
35,000; commissions, $1,039.63. 

The report shows notes and loans due 
the testator but regarded ag worthless 
because of the financial inability of the 
debtors to-.pay, and totaling $2,093,200, 
include notes of Warner M. Van Nor- 
den for $1,288,200. There is a: note of 
Mrs.'Grace T..Van Norden, wife.of War- 
ner M., dated April 25, 1908, for. -$170,- 
000; also a loan to her, dated May 6, 
1909, of $200,000. There is a note of W. 
Robinson, a clerk’in the Van Norden 
Trust Company, for $160,000; a note of 
Lazelle, Matthews, & Co., brokers, for 
$60,000, dated Jah. 26, 1909; a note of 
J. R. Foster, a broker, who has died 
since the making of the document, for 
$155,000, and another: note by OC. :A.° 
Fisher, once a clerk with the Van Nor- 
den Trust Company but now with the 
Equitable Trust Company, for $60,000. 

The last four notes were mere dummy 
transactions for the benefit of Warner 
M. Van Norden, the report states. There 
ut up to secure them, 
the testimony reads, and they were pay- 
able within six months from the date of 
mening. 

The Nineteenth Ward Bank is now in 
process of liquidation under the super- 
vision of the Assets Liquidation Com- 
pany, the report shows; and, speaking 
of thirty-four shares of the Van Norden 
Trust Company, no valuation is given 
them in the report which adds that 
there is little chnce that the stockheld- 
ers will ever rea:ize anything on their 
holdings, 

Rev. Theodore Langdon Van Norden 
testified that the Van Norden Trust 
Company was really sold for the pur- 
pose of helping his brother, Warner M., 
out of-his financial troubles... The cler- 
gyman also is. authority in- the report 
for the statement that he mortgaged 
his farm at New Salem, Westchester, 
for $150,000 for the same hg cig and 
that his sister, Miss Cora Van Nor- 
den, helped out with $300,000 worth of 
bonds of the London & Edinburgh Com- 
pany. Even Miss Virginia E. Titus, why 
for years had been. private secretary 
to the decedent; contributed freely, ‘the 
report recites. Miss Titus was given 
$3,000 under the will, while Miss Lang- 
don was given the rest of the estate. 

There is a statement in the report 
that the 990 shares of stock of the 
Fifth Avenue estate, pledged with the 
Nineteenth Ward Bank as part pay- 
ment for a loan of $83,000 to Warner 
M., are valued at only $6,200 because 
they are not now salable. 


ONCE WORTH $500,000; 
NOW HOMELESS ANDILL 


Dr. Emil Mayer, Who Lost. For- 
tune in Stocks, Falls Fainting 
in Street, in Rain Storm. 


In the midst of the rainstorm last 
evening a man collapsed in the street 
outside of 223 East 146th Street, the 
Bronx, and persons who saw him called 
Policeman Vecchio of the Alexander 
Avenue Station. The policeman recog- 
nized the man as Dr. Emil Mayer, a 
veterinary surgeon, known to every 
horseman in the Bronx, who fifteen 
years ago was worth $500,000, but who 
lost every cent :n stock speculation. 
Last night he confessed that he had no 
home. , 

Vecchio sent the man to Fordhan®” 
Hospital, where it was found he had 
typhoid and pneumonia and probabiy 
could not live through the night. 

Mayer inherited his wealth from his 
father, who made a fortune in real es- 
tate speculation and once had a mansion 
in 148d Street, near College Avenue. He 
was a familiar figure in the Bronx, 
where he was famed as the owner and 
driver of fast trotting horses. 

When he lost his wealth Mayer con- 
tinued to make a meagre living by 
traveling from stable to stable treating 
horses for as little as 50 cents. When 
Vecchio leaned over him last night 
Mayer handed the policeman some surg- 
ical instruments from his pocket. 

‘“ Keep them for me,”’ he said. ‘‘ They 
are all I have left, and I’ll need them 
when I get well.’

Prince Joachim, who will be 25 years 
old.on Dec. 17, is a Captain in the Four- 
teenth Regiment of Hussars, of the Foot 
Guards, the Grenadier Guards, and sev- 
eral other military organizations. He 
is the only unmarried one of the 
Kaiser's six sons and one daughter. 

At the beginning of the war there was 
a story afloat that he had been wounded 
at the front in Belgium, had been con- 
veyed to Berlin, and there,,in the sol- 
diers’ hospital, had been visited by his 
mother, who had given him the iron 
cross. Later he was said tobe con- 
valescing at Baden-Baden, This. caused 
the usually well-informed chronicler of 
the doings of royalty attached to Lon- 
don Truth to comment as follows: 

“Tt has been stated that Prince 
Joachim of Prussia, youngest son of the 
Emperor William, is staying at Baden- 
Baden for a course of treatment, as ne 
is suffering severly from fatigue and ex- 
posure at the front. It is very unlikciy 
that Prince Joachim has been at all

DIESINHIS 84TH YEAR 


Famous Teacher Who . Was 
President of the Normal Col- 
-  Jege for 37 Years. - 


NAME. CHANGED FOR. HIM 


Revered Principal of Old No. 35 
Started Evening High School— 
1 Noted Men Among His Pupils. 


Dr. Thomas Hunter, who retired in 
June, 1906, after being President. of 
Normal College from the. date of its 
opening, a period of thirty-seven years, 
and in whose honor the name of the 
college was changed to Hunter College 
by. the Board of Education in March, 
1914,.died yesterday at his home, 2,079 
Fifth Avenue, five days before he would 
aere celebrated his eighty-fourth birth- 

ay. , 

He contracted a cold on Oct. 5, which 
developed into acute bronchitis. The 
exhaustion brought on by the illness ag- 
gravated by his advanced age, resulted 
in his death. 

Dr. -Hunter’s career was one of the 
most remarkable of any prominent edu- 
cator and started with his sudden es- 
cape from the north of Ireland in 1850, 
when he‘ incurred the deep dispiéasure 
of the British authorities by publishing 
a@ political paper reflecting on their ad-j; 
ministration in IreMnd. He was forced j 

flee, practically at the peril of his} 
life, and the grandfather of Mayor- 
Mitchel, himself an ardent Irish patriot, 
arranged his passage to this country, 
where he landed at Castle Garden 
shortly before his nineteenth. year. 


Begins as. Drawing Teacher. 


He had received a good education in 
Ireland, and after tramping the streets 
of.the city, offering his services in the 
capacity of porter, clerk, -bookkeeper, 
reporter, or assistant editor of any of 
the newspapers, he met Mortimer De 
Mott, a lawyer, who advised him to ap- 
ply for an appointment as. a. teacher. 
De Mott introduced him to Dr. Edward 
L. Beadle, a School Trustee of the Fif- 
teenth Ward, who eventually gave him 
a three months’ trial as a drawing 
teacher in Public School 35, then con- 
sidered the best in the.city. During the 
three months Dr. Hunter obtained his 
teacher's license, and the Winter follow- 
ing was appointed a teacher of the low- 
est class, with a salary of $55 He 
taught a class for four years, keeping 
up his drawing classes without extra 
compensation, and when Washington 
Smith was appointed. Principal of the 
school he appointed Dr. Hunter as his 
first assistant at a salary of $900. 

Three years later Mr. Smith died, and 
his assistant was appointed Principal of 
the school, which then began its. record 
as one of the leading. schools. of the 
city in both the scholarship of its stu- 
dents and its discipline. In this: posi- 
tion he received a salary of $1,000, 
which wa8 later increased to $1,200. 

No sooner had Dr. Hunter become 
thoroughly familiar with the school sys- 
tem than he conceived the idea of: the 
Evening High School and began to ad- 
vocate its establishment with all his 
will. In 1868 this school was opened 
and he became its Principal, meanwhile 
retaining his position as Principal of 
School 35. So successful was the Even- 
ing High School that within two weeks 
after its doors opened the Board of Edu- 
cation was forced to double the corps of 
assistant: teachers, and at the end of 
the first year 555 students were in at- 
tendance. : 


Justice Hughes His Pupil, 


Many men, now famous in the history 
of New York, came under Dr. Hunter's 
watchful eye and reverenced him as 
their teacher. These have since united 
in the Thomas Hunter Association, and 
among them are former Governor 
Charles E.. Hughes, now a Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, fur- 
mer State Senator Jacob A. Cantor, 
Judge Fitzgeraid,. Commissioner . Paul, 
Fuller, the late Charles E. Coddingten, 
De Witt J. Seligman, C. Biadiosryder; 
Superintendent of Public School .Build-, 
ings for New York; Dr. Francis’ M. 
Banta, Sur-eon of the Medical. Board »f 
the Fire Department; Justice Frederick 
Crane of the Supreme Court; Herman 
Ridder, the late Sheriff Julius Har- 
burger, ‘General Nelson O. 

Samuel Untermyer, Frank Moss, 

D.* Quackenbos, William McCarroll, 
Rev. Pr on, . MacArthur, Colonel 
Eugene H. Conklin, L. Van- Vechten 
Olcott, Charles QO. Maas, Arthur V. 
Pancoast, Fred R. Fortmeyer, and a 
number of others, including former 
Mayors, Congressmen, legislators, doc- 
tors of divinity, bankers, doctors and 
business men. ; 

In 1851 the Board of Education was 
empowered by the State Legislature to 
found a girls’ college or normal school, 
but the statute was forgotten for 
eighteen years,*or until William Wood, 
a School Commissioner, found that the 
younger women teachers were lacking 
in education and urged the Board of 
Education of that time to found the 
schol, 

This was done in 1870, and Normal 
College, as it was named, was opened 
with Dr. Hunter as its first President. 
He then gave up his life to preparing 
girls to be efficient teachers and in this 
his: success with them was as great or 
even greater than with his boys. Un- 
der his direction the Normal College was 
recognized by the Board of Regents in 
1889, with the understanding that it 
would work up to an eight years’ 
course. This was atained in 10902; thus 
the institution gained full collegiate 
rank in thirteen years. Co-operating 
with Dr. Hunter. the Faculty built slow- 
ly and surely, taking thirty-two years 
to accomplish the purpose of making 
the normal and high school a college 
of the first rank. modelled after the 
great Norma) School of Paris. 


Retires As President Emeritus. 


Dr. Hunter resigned and ended his 
life’s work in 1906, and retired as Presi- 


dent Emeritus. He was then 75 years 
old and at that time said, .‘ am 
75 years young and I want to see 
some of this beautiful world  be- 
fore I leave it. 1 may spend some of 
my time writing down my enemies and 
writing = my friends. ichelieu once 
said he had no enemies except the 
enemies of the State. I have no enemies 
except the enemies of the Normal Col- 
lege. Ten thousand graduates have gone 
from that grand institution in the years 
I have been in charge, and in the gradu- 
ating class this year there are the 
daughters of my former graduates.” 

On’ Dr. Hunter’s retirement .the city 
awarded him a pension of $5,000 a year, 
and in 1911 a movement was started by 
the Normal College graduates to change 
the name to Hunter College in honor 
of its founder. More than 3,000 of the 
graduates signed the petition to have 
the change made, and in March, 1914, 
the Board of Education deferred to 
their wishes. 

When Dr. Hunter's sterling worth as 
an educator became known, it was offi- 
cially recognized by a number of uni- 
versities and colleges. Columbia con- 
ferred. on him the degree of A. M., 
Williams College the degree of Ph. D. 
and the Universities of New York and 
Omaha the degree of LL. D. 

His wife and only son died several 
years ago, and-he is survived by three 
daughters.

FISH AND GAME NOTES. 


Big fish anglers will soon begin prepara- 
tions for their Southern trip, as there is 
every indication of good.fishing this Autumn 
and Winter. Long Key, Fia., is one of the 
favorite fishing grounds for local anglers, 
as tarpon, kingfish, barracuda, and maber- 
jack are plentiful. Long Key is reached by 
the Florida & East Coast Railroad, and ex- 
cellent accommodations can be had there all 
through the fishing season. 

Small hooks are coming more and more into 
use for weakfish. Lighter tackle is being 
used more than it was a few years ago. 
George West was out recently with one of 
the Staten Island guides and he fished in 
Princess Bay and caught a dozen nice sized 
weaks, ‘West used a No. 2 Sproat hook tied 
on a single snell of good quality and a light, 
flexible rod. 

New. Jersey State ‘Wardens have com- 
menced the. Fall. distribution of brook and 
rainbow trout reared: in -the hatchery at 
Hackettstown, and 500,000 of these game 
fish wil; be put in ,the inland lakes and 
streams before the end of the year. The 
Fish and Game Commission is following the 
policy of using only large fish for restock- 
ing the streams, which proved so successful 
last year. Reports from the fishermen in 
all parts of the State where the trout were 
liberated indicated that the. anglers were 
deligttted with the results of modern methods 
of restocking streams. The rainbow trout 
is a new variety in New Jersey, but has 
done exceedingly well. ae in southern 
counties, where the brook trout rarely 
thrived. Another new fish soon to be intro- 
duced by the commission in New Jersey 
ponds and lakes is’ the famous Chinook or 
Pacific Coast salmon. 

About 10,000 quail were liberated recently 
by the officials aot the State Game Farm at 
Forked River, N. J., and the reports from 
Lakewood and other nearby places say that 
this section will furnish some fine quail 
shooting when the seasun opens next month.

ON SCARSDALE LINKS 


But That Is Only a Selected 
Score—Duffers Help to. 
Beat Par 72. 


,The present golf season has produced 
wonderful scores on the links of the 
Scarsdale Country Club at Hartdale, 
N. Y¥. Although the par of the course 
is 72, a selected score made up of the 
lowest number of strokes amounts to 
39. Of the low score marks on the 
eighteen holes, Jack Dowling, the pro- 
fessional, holds ten. He has‘a selected 
score of 47 for the 6,05l-yard course. 
The first hole is 508 yards long with 
an uphill drive over a ridge, and a long 
second drown-grade toward the green. 
Playing this. hole in the club champion- 
ship recently T. R. Brown drove 250 
yards off the tee into the rough. He 
had a good lie, however, 
brassie for his second. The ball rolled 
to the green 253 yards ayway, and sank 
gracefully into the cup for a 2. . At the 
fourth hole, 326 yards up-grade along a 
side hill to a. sloping green, Brown 
picked his mashie from his bag after 
his drive, and holed his second for a 2, 
with the hole more than 100 yards away. 
At the second hole, a straight 235- 


yard drive, Frank Dowling put his tee 
Shot on the green, and holed out in 2. 
The third is a mashie shot to a com- 
pletely bunkered green 167 yards away. 
C. A. Bensel, a club member, so per- 
suasively addressed his ball that it 
avoided all the bunkers and pits and 
rolled straight to the cup and dropped 
in. Although the fifth hole is 328 yards 
long, it has n made in 2 several 
times, becausé a long drive carries a 
ridge and rolis - the green.

A duffer was the hero of the sixth 
hole.

uffer then remarked that he had 
ber his true form and would play 
no more for fear of losing it. 

Green seven is 380 yards from the tee 
on a knoll with: a narrow neck for an 
approach, and pits and traps all around. 
Ordinarily this a hard 4, but Jack Dow- 
ling took a shot at the pinn with a mid- 
iron at 170 yards, and picked his ball out 
of the cup in 2. The eighth hole is a 
square right turn around a corner of 
the woods. Dowling holds the record 
here with a 3, but in playing off the tee 
he shoots his ball over the top of the 
trees, shortening his second by fifty 
yards. 

Hole 9 igs a two 387 yards long. C. 
L. Smith, a youngster who caddied on 
the links, holed a long cleek shot from 
the meadow for a 2, and Dowling gath- 
ered in a 2 with a midiron. o one 
has yet made the tenth in one shot, 
though it is only a midiron to a green 
181 yards away. Many have scored 
twos during the season.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


‘Boxes, Baskets, and Anise Seed 
Among Articles Passed’ On. 


Morris A. Magner & Co. won yester- 
day before the Board of General Ap- 
praisers in protests relating to fancy 
boxes,-the corners and edges of which 
were bound with, braid or/gimp, Ap- 
praiser Sague reported thé articles to 
be in chief value of silk, appliqued or 
ornamented with trimmings. Collector 
Malone exacted duty at 60 per cent. ad 
valorem. The importers contended that 
the merchandise was properly dutiable 
either at 15 per cent. ad valorem as 
manufactures of wood, or at 35 per cent. 
as ‘‘ boxes covered or lined with cot- 
ton.’’ Judge Cooper .held that the latter 
rate applied and reversed the Collector. 

Favorable action was taken on pro- 
tests by A. L. Tuska, Son & Co., it be- 
ing held that small bamboo or chip bas- 
kets, known in the trade as Easter bas- 
kets; were not ‘‘toys’”’ dutiable at. 35 
per cent. ad valorem as returned by the 
customs officials, but must be regarded 
as baskets subject to a tax of but 25 per 
cent. The articles ‘were colored and 
ornamented with artificial rabbits, chicks 
or ducklings, and used for holding 
candy or for general purposes. Judge 
Sullivan said they cannot be regarded 
as articles solely for the amusement of 
children. 

The board declined to reverse the Col- 
lector at Philadelphia in his assessment 
of 60 per cent. ad valorem on metal fit- 
tings for handbags or vanity cases im- 
ported by C. G. mumye & Sons, Philadei- 
phia. The merchandise in dispute con- 
sisted of lacquered brass boxes suit- 
able for holding powder, powder puffs, 
manicure sets, &c., all of which were 
returned as valued at above 20 cents per 
dozen pieces. Altogether, the importa- 
tions covered a great variety of fittings. 
The Importers contended for duty at 20 
per cent. ad valorem, as plain manufac- 
tures of metal not specially provided for, 
or a tax of WO per cent as metal articles 
plated with gold or silver. Neither of 
the claims was regarded as controlling, 
the Collector being affirmed. 

It was decided that hemp-covered steel 
wire rope used chiefly in connection with 
steamship work, such as mooring and 
for use on botrd vessels, was properly 
assessed for duty at 35 per cent. ad 
valorem under the provision for manu- 
factures composed in chief value of 
hemp. A. H. Ringk & Co., the import- 
ers, claimed duty at either one-half of 
1 cent per pound, or at 1 cent a pound 
as cable or cordage, according to the 
component material of chief value. The 
Collector was affirmed. 

McKesson & Robbins and William 
Tappenbeck were sustained in the claim 
that star anise seed, an aromatic secd 


used in the extraction of oil, was prop-. 


erly free of duty as a crude drug. The 
Collector returned it at 2 cents per pound 
under the general enumeration for gar- 
den seed. It was shown to the satis- 
faction of the board that the merchan- 
dise in dispute was not the particular 
kind of anise seed named in the para- 
graph under —— assessment was 
made. 


The Embroidery Outlook. 

While even the most optimistic mem- 
ber of the embroidery trade cannot say 
truthfully that business is booming, 
reports are heard in the market to the 
effect that there is some improvement 
in sight. Importers say the best busi- 
ness at the moment is being done on 
very sheer goods, which are scarce and 
high, and therefore desirable in the eyes 
of the buyers.

The 
manufacturer can take out pretty near- 
ly any dress goods he has been earry- 
ing over for seasons, trim it lavishly 
with fur, and a buyer is found in short 
order’ to purchase the garments. 


Raw Silk Prices Are Mounting. 

An advance of 40 yen per picul above 
the high point reached recently was the 
feature of the Yokohama raw silk mar- 
ket during the last week, The re-entry 
of the ribbon manufacturers into the 
market is denoted by the strong de- 
mand for the best grades of double 
extra filiatures. Sales for the week: there 
totaled 5,600 bales. Canton prices have 
increased another $30 to $50 (Mexican) 
per picul, and very few offers are ob- 
tainable, even at the advance. Reelers 
are unwilling to contract ahead for 
sixth and séventh crop silk. re- 
newed demand for steam filatures from 
age country and Europe has resulted 
in eae pices being asked at Shang- 
hai. Litt of this silk can be had 
for shipment earlier than Februar 
March of next year. Tsatlees an 
sahs are also higher there. The Milan 
market coritinues very firm, with the 
reelers asking full prices for forward 
deliveries. Cocoons there are firm to 
higher. Local business is good, with 
prices advancing in sympathy with the 
increases at primary points.
